PEIPING, China, Feb. 2.— 
Chang Tso-pin, Chinese Minister to 
Japan, was recalled from Tokio to- 
night by the National Government 


at Nanking. His orders to leave 
Tokio were forwarded after China's 
delegation at Geneva had recom- 
mended his withdrawal. 

Chang was recalled in December, 
1931, during the early hostilities in 
Manchuria, but returned to his 
post after the settlement which 
followed the fighting at Shanghai.

CHINCHOW, Manchuria, Feb. 26. 
—(Sunday). —-The infantrymen 
infantrymen from Northern Japan 
composing Maj. Gen* Heijiro Hat- 
tori’s fourteenth brigade crossed 
the border into Jehol this morning 
and engaged a large Chinese force 
in what apparently was the most 
bitter fighting so far in the Japa- 
nese offensive to conquer the Prov- 
ince. 

The brigade, chosen for Man- 
churian service because its men are 
drawn from the northern island of 
Hokkaido, advanced into Jehol 
from Suichung, in Southern Man- 
churia, at 9:30 a.m. It was report- 
ed that the engagement lasted 
through the morning. 

Their entrance into the Province 
closed a gap in the giant Japanese 
push toward Jehol City, the offen- 
sive previously having involved 90,- 
000 invaders divided into three 
spearheads advancing from the 
eastern border of Jehol.

The Japanese 
also reported routing the Chinese 
at Taotehyingtsu and Chinmingun- 
su, near Kailu. 

Fiyers Annihilate 1300 Chinese. 
Japanese airplanes got into oper- 
ation on a major scale. They al- 
most annihilated 1300 retreating 
Chinese near Chaoyang, the Jap- 
anese reported. 

Thus far the invaders have en- 
countered only the’ weak outer 
fringe of the Chinese forces. It is 
expetted that real resistance will 
come only when the Japanese reach 
the Chinese first line of defense 
running from Chihfeng, about 
midway between Kailu and Jehol 
City, to Wukungfu, where Gov. 
Tang Yu-lin of Jehol and Marshal 
Chang Hsiao-Liang, North China 
war lord, have 80,000 trained regu- 
lars. 


The object of the big drive is to 
capture Jehol City. The Japanese 
Southern spearhead is the closest 
to the city. From. Chaoyang to 
Jehol City is about 125 miles, but 
the invaders must make their way 
over mountainous country that 
would support defensive operations. 
The army of Manchukuo is par- 
ticipating in the drive with Jap- 
anese regulars. Manchukuo head- 
quarters soon will be established in 
Kailu. Subsequently, according to 
the army plan, it will be set at 
Chihfeng and finally in Jehol

main open. 

At Cumberland, largest city in the 
State with the exception of Balti- 
more, five banking institutions re- 
mained open but they were to take 
action before Monday on plays for 
next week. At Oakland, stiil fur- 
ther west, three banks remained 
open but they decided tonight to 
close Monday and Tuesday. 

The crisis was precipitated yes- 
terday by withdrawals in Balti- 
more banks which, bankers said, 
totaled $6,000,000 yesterday and

Name Girl as Co-Respon- 
dent, Coroner States.

SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 25.— 
County Detective William H. Sears, 
investigating the mysterious 
drowning of Miss Mary Fitzgerald, 
26-year-old head of the Tacoma Ju- 
nior League, and the suicide of 
Claude VY. Allen, said by police to 
be one of the last to see her alive, 
announced today he was convinced 


her death was not a suicide. 
Meanwhile, Coroner William B. 
Jones announced he had learned 
Miss Fitzgerald, Allen and Mrs. Al- 
len had met the afternoon of the 
girl’s disappearance and that Mrs. 
Allen had threatened to file a di- 
vorce suit and name Miss Fitzger- 
ald co-respondent. 

“According to the officers’ re- 
ports,” Dr. Jones said, “Miss Fitz- 
gerald first saw Mrs. Allen alone, 
but Allen later joined them and ail 
three talked it over. 

_ Threatened Divorce Suit. 
“The officers say they were toid 
that Mrs. Allen offered to step out 
of the picture, but that the girl 
declined to accept the sacrifice. 
Then Mrs. Allen threatened to file 
a suit for divorce, naming Miss 
Fitzgerald as co-respondent.” 

Both Allen and the girl, however, 
Dr. Jones quoted the officers as 
saying, begged her not to do this. 

“The matter was still unsettled 
when Miss Fitzgerald finally left, 
about 3:30 p. m.” he said. 

“Miss Fitzgerald was to call up 
Mrs. Allen the following day to 
learn her final decision in the mat- 
ter—but, of course, the call was 
never made.” 

Sears declined to say whether he 
believed Miss Fitzgerald's death 
was accidental or she was slain. 
“This is only my personal theory 
but I am convinced that the girl 
did not take her own life,” Sears 
said. “In the first place the au- 
topsy revealed a large quantity of 
silt in her stomach. She gulped 
that down while conscious and this 
silt is to be found only on the rim 
of the tide. Had she jumped or 
been pushed into deep water she 
could not have swallowed this mat- 
ter. I do not believe the body was 
ever in deep water.” 

Describes Blow on Head. 
The blow on the head was also 
made while she was alive as the 
autopsy revealed biood clots under 
the skin, Sears said. Her wrist 
watch had stopped at exactly 7:44 
p. m. Extreme low tide that night 
was at 7:50 p. m. Sears said that 
the heavy crystal of the watch was 
broken in two and that the winding 
stem had been broken off. 
Allen killed himseif by inhaling 
gas three hours after he attended 
the funeral of the girl yesterday. In 
@ message to his wife he said he 
was committing suicide because of 
financial difficulties. 
Allen, a former securities sales- 
man, and his wife were to have 
been called as witnesses at the in- 
quest next Wednesday. Miss Fitz- 
gerald left the Allen home Monday 
afternoon and was not known to 
have been positively seen again un- 
til her body was found on Wood- 
mont Beach the following day.

David D. Metcalfe, cam

ever having worked. 

Many of these, he said, have 
been deprived of any part in our 
economic life since they left school 
at 16 or 18, and now, at 21, are 
less equipped for employment than 
they were at 16.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—To 13 
Senators next week brings the close 
—at least for the time being—of 
their senatorial careers, while to 
others it is a prelude to stormier 
days just ahead. 

As the Republican majority fades 
on March 4 into a minority of 36 
members, several long prominent in 
national affairs return to private 
life, but their Democratic col- 
leagues, who will carry on, face 
troublesome shoals. 

The problem of those outgoing as 
to what they are going to do has 
been solved by most of them. 
Against this, those who stay have 
the vexing questions of commit- 
tee chairmanships and their new 
patronage power. 

“Jim” Watson of Indiana — for 
years the Republican leader—cast 
aside by his constituents in the 
Democratic landslide of last No- 
vember, after noon Saturday will 
be just “James E. Watson,” an at- 
torney-at-law in Chicago or some 
nearby city, a former Sénator 
whose term began in 1916 and end- 
ed in 1933. 

Watson is most philosophic in 
defeat, and in serving formal notice 
to the Senate some time ago as he 
presented the credentials of his 
successor, Frederick Van Nuys, re- 
marked: “This is the man who 
beat me for the Senate out in In- 
diana.” 

George H. Moses of New Hamp- 
shire, another of the Republicans to 
be displaced by Democrats, plans 
to write books or magazine articles 


either at Concord or Washington. 
He has been president pro-tempore 
of Senate, to which he first came 
in 1918. 

Here is what the others are plan- 
ming on doing: 

Reed Smoot, Republican, of Utah 
—Retiring dean of the Senate who 
took his seat March 4, 1903—will 
resume his business and banking 
interests in Utah. 

Hiram Bingham, Connecticut Re 


17, 1924, expects to do 


Elected to Senate in 1928 to fill 
vacancy caused by refusal to seat 
Frank L. Smith. 

John Thomas (Rep.), Idaho, re- 
sume banking and livestock busi- 
ness in Idaho. Came to Senate in 
1928 to serve out unexpired term of 
the late Frank R. Gooding. 

Two Senators who,came in last 
December go out in March. Elijah 
S. Grammer (Rep.), Washington, 
plans to return to his lumber busi- 
ness in Seattle, while Karl C. 
Schuyler (Rep.),. Colorado, will 
polish up his shingle and hang it 
out again. | 
The lone Democrat to be leaving, 
Edwin S. Broussard of Louisana, in- 
tends to return to New Orleans to 
practice law.

‘“‘Now what do we see? We see 
you retiring from the Philippines, 
giving them independence accord- 
ing to your many promises. That 
is a reassuring action to Japan. 
For we are not a people who can 
change our minds as quickly as 
you.

EAN WALLACE B. DONHAM of the 

Harvard Graduate School of Business. Ad- 

ministration, who in an interview in the 
Post-Dispatch in May, 1931, said the Ameri- 
can depression could be cured only within 
America’s borders, has found confirmation of 
this view in events of the last two years. 

Incidentally, the distinguished educator’s 
prophecy, made at the same time, of “‘jobs or 
the dole’ as the alternatives presented to the 
country by the growing unemployment crisis 
has been abundantly verified since then; hun- 
dreds of thousands in all parts of the country 
are receiving cash subsistence allowances pro- 
vided by public as well as private funds. 

Developments have so strengthened his 
opinion of the economic situation that now 
he thinks if America’s recovery were depend- 
ent on world recovery it would make impos- 
sible or greatly delay our emergence from 
the depression. In St. Louis_last week for a 
public address, he gave an interview to the 
Post-Dispatch in which he characterized as 
false logic the widely disseminated idea that 
the removal of international trade restric- 
tions and cancelation of war debts would 
bring back prosperity. 

He looks with concern on what he calls 
the “internationalist thesis,” that is, the ad- 
vocacy of removal of tariffs and trade restric- 
tion for the purpose of boosting international 
trade. 

“Such a policy, through the bitter interna- 
tional competition which it involves, might 
lead directly to another world war,’’ he de- 


clared. 
Stands on Prediction 
He Made Two Years Ago. 


He saw no reason to alter, in substance, 
the views he expressed two years ago which 
were printed in these columns, that 

First, world conditions did not cause 
our depression, but intensified it, and 
Second, recovery in America is not de- 

pendent upon world recovery because 90 

per cent or more of American products 

are consumed at home. 

It stil] holds true, he believes, that the im- 
portance of our export trade to our national 
economy is largely measured by its mathe- 
matical relation to our total production, of 
which it is only 10 per cent or less. Where 
we export a larger proportion as in case of 
cotton or wheat, he believes the problem 
still can be solved only by home remedies. 

As to the effect of world. conditions on the 
American depression, Dean Donham has modi- 
fied his earlier views to this extent: Two 
years ago he was thinking of world conditions 
which were an aftermath of the war; today 
we are affected more than then by the world- 
wide collapse of farm and other commodity 
prices, an important factor in the present 
severity of the depression. Thus there is 
a world condition of over-production of agri- 
cultural and other basic commodities which 
we are helpless to remedy so long as world 
prices continue to determine domestic prices. 

“The world has matured industrially,”’ he 
said. “Trade has been stimulated in the ef- 
fort to sell manufactured goods and the re- 
sult is an over-production of raw materials— 
minerals and agricultural products. The con- 
sequent low prices have destroyed the buying 
power of millions of consumers. 

Declares Business Recovery 

Strictly a National Problem. 

“The living habits of perhaps a billion 
people are affected. The farmers go on as 
before. It is hard to get them to reduce 
their production. it is the same with pro- 
ducers of other raw materials. | want to 
see this handled as a national problem which 
we have the power to control.

Says U. S. Can Help World 

By Minding Own Business. 

“My view that we must work out our own 
problem in our own way may be interpreted 
by some persons as hostile to other nations,” 
Dean Donham said. “Actually the reverse 
is true; it is a most friendly attitude. The 
best thing we can do for Europe is to mind 
our own business and mend our own affairs, 
and not try to run the world. 

“The success of England and Germany de- 
pends on our withdrawal from the intense 
competition of world trade. It would be no 
favor to Europe for us to start a new era 
of expansion of our foreign trade which is 
one of the objectives held forth by the ad- 
vocates of removing trade restriction. 

“Neither do I think England, Germany and 
the United States can continue profitably to 
make and sell to each other substantially 
identical products, using substantially identi- 
cal machines and substantially identital skill 
in manufacture. 

“As I sometimes state it, we can’t all be- 
come prosperous by taking in one another's

the United States are responsible in large part 
for the collapse of world trade and that their 
removal would, first, restore world trade 
and, second, cure, or tend to cure the Ameri- 
can depression. 

“Existing tariffs and trade ventinietinaia. he 
said, “rather than being the cause of depres- 
sion, are primarily the result of the collapse 
of world trade, brought about by the collapse 
of commodity prices through over-production 
and unemployment. There have been many 
silly things in the way of trade restriction, 
but all trade restrictions have been imposed 
by the nations which imposed them in efforts 
to maintain home credit and buying power 
and home stability. 

“I do not believe it either possible or wise 
to remove our trade restrictions. If we re- 
moved them I am confident it would make 
solution of our domestic problem impossible. 

“Other nations, particularly England and 
Germany, are saying that they cannot recover 
until we recover; until we have buying power 
to absorb their surplus products. 

“Of course, England and Germany would 
quickly recover if we let them send us their 
commodities which it would take 4,000,000 
or 5,000,000 men to produce. Their prosper- 
ity on that basis could not last, for it would 
take out of employment an equal number of 
men in the United States and I doubt if we 
would have any buying power left. 

“We may need more rather than less trade 
restriction.”’ ;

The force of a nationa idea 
which in critical moments always 
has effected unity again brought 
the longed-for salvation. This 
fact proves that the great, funda- 
mental conception,of the German 
state and the will to sacrifice for 
the nation have remained alive 
and strong among all participants 
in the Government, despite the un- 
told distress and suffering of our 
people. 

Determination to pull together 
for the welfare of the whole peo- 
ple finally cleared the path of all 
obstacles which at first sight ap- 
peared almost insurmountable. 
Fatherland triumphed over party. 
Necessity of Unity. 

National unity! This was the 
indispensable presupposition for 
Germany’s reascendancy. The ne- 
cessity of reintegrating all active 
forces of National Germany is im- 
perious as a result of economic 
distress and the interior and for- 
eign political situation. 

No German Government ever 
before has possessed anywhere 
near as great authority as the 
new Hitler-Von Papen-Hugenberg 
Cabinet. But neither has any 
other Government ever been more 
deeply rooted in the people than 
this one. Unlimited is the ideal- 
ism and willingness to sacrifice 
which lives in this National Reich 
Government. 

The most precious thing the na- 
tion is able to bring forth was 
given this Government when it 
started out on its difficult jour- 
ney: Unshakable faith in the re- 
birth of the nation and the people.

Much Hard Work Ahead. 


Nothing would be more out of 
place than the assumption that be- 
ginning tomorrow all again will 
be well. Much hard work is nec- 
essary to surmount the German 
crisis, mentally as wel] as econom- 
ically. Only that which ripens 
slowly and ig built up with pru- 
dence can long endure. We must 
aot expect immediate successes. 

We are fully aware that only 
patience, work and persistence 
will carry Germany forward again. 
But the realization that all the

A Great Translation 


FHE ODYSSEY OF HOMER. Transiated 
by T. E. Shaw. (Ozford Press, New York.) 


MONG all the Englishmen who have 

published translations of Homer, Law- 

rence of Arabia (who prefers to be 
known, if he must be known at all, as Pri- 
vate T. E. Shaw of the British Air Service) 
is uniquely qualified for the task. He is, as 
he tells us, the twenty-eighth English trans- 
lator of the Odyssey, and he adds charac- 
teristically that his rendering therefore “can 
hardly be a literary event.” Nevertheless, it 
is distinctly such, since never before has it 
bappened that a translator has been not 
only a classical] scholar and a master of 
English, but also a man of action on the 
Homeric plane. Admirers of Lawrence's 
“Revolt in the Desert,” who occasionally re- 
turn to that moving and luminous book, will 
agree that it is the unfeigned Homeric qual- 
ity of the narrative that fascinates and re- 
freshes’ them. 

Lawrence himself is well aware of his spe- 
cial qualification for the task assumed and 
frankly states as much, by way of apology 
for adding yet another translation to the 
list. “For years,” he writes, “we were dig- 
ging up a city of roughly the Odysseus pe- 
riod. I have handled the weapons, armor,

full measure. 

Shaw's attitude toward the Odyssey as a 
work of art is forcefully stated in his 
preface. With perhaps the majority of the 
iovers of Homer, he does not regard it as in 
any way comparable to the Iliad, nor does 
he believe that it could possibly have origi- 
nated in the same consciousness. He de- 
scribes the poem as “neat, close-knit, artful 
and various; as nearly word-perfect as mid- 
night oil and pumice can effect”: but the 
attributes of greatness he does not find. 

“In this,tale,” he says, “every big situation 
is burked and the writing is soft. The shat- 
tered Iliad yet makes a masterpiece; while 
the Odyssey, by its ease and interest, re- 
imains the oldest book worth reading for its 
story and the first novel of Europe. ... The 
author misses his every chance for great- 
ness, as must all his faithful translators.” 

It would be a pity, however, if any possible 
reader of this work should take Shaw’s crit- 
icism as a sufficient justification for ignor- 
ing the book, thus missing a really delightful 
experience. “Greatness” in his sense is a 
very large order indeed, and rarely achieved.

“Can’t Dictate to Japanese.” 

“The attitude of the Western 
Powers made the Chinese believe 
that some of you would come to 
their support against us beyond 
the scope of diplomacy, and, on 
the other hand, it made our peo- 
ple cetermined to settle the prob- 
lem at whatever the cost might 
be. You can appeal to the reason, 
the good will or the frieridship of 
the Japanese, but you cannot dic- 
tate to them. And what the West 
was doing seemed to be in the na- 
ture of dictation. It seemed to us 
that nations, whose procedure in 
the acquisition of territory in the 
past had not been scrupulously 
righteous, were going far afield to 
tell us how to behave in remote 


ly, they had very little understand- 
ing. 

“But, I believe, the United 
States has again*changed its mind. 
I sincerely hope so. And I hope, 
too, that just as American acquisi- 
lions of territory have been of 
benefit to humanity, our libera- 
tion of Manchuria will also be of 
benefit to others besides ourselves. 
I know it well. Already the condi- 
tion of the people in the new state 
of Manchukuo is better than it 
has ever been before. The only 
civil government that exists in any 
part of what was formerly China, 
exists in Manchukuo today.” 

Why U. 8S. and Russia Were Barred. 

When asked why Japan opposed 
the participation of the United 
States on the proposed committee 
for conciliation, Matsuoka said: 

“We objected to the participa- 
tion of both the United States and 
Soviet Russia, on technical and 
legal grounds. Neither of these 
states was a member of the 
League while the question was 
technically before the League, not 
the worki. We gave no other rea- 
son for our opposition. That was 
sufficient. For my own part, as I 
understand the American attitude, 
I would not have objected to 
American participation had I had 
an entirely free hand. But, as I 
have said, the people of Japan do 
not all know you as well as lL. They 
are not confident that American 
representatives on a conciliation | 
committee would be fair to Japan. 

“For many years your sympathy 
with China has carried you beyond 
justice and reason. Speaking gen- 
erally of your people, you have 
been ready and willing to condone cr 
excuse every deficiency of the so 
called Chinese republic, while you 
have magnified too many of our 
faults. No nation and no people 
are perfect, but there are degrees 
of difference. Even the United 
States is not perfect, but no Al 
Capone has ever been able to seat 
himself in the White House and 
govern your Eastern states with a 
personal, mercenary army. In 
China, however, man: war lords 
who began their career as bandits 
or holdup men,.are now masters of 
provinces with the arbitrary power 
of life and death over their sub- 
jects. Chang Tso-lin,; who finally 
sat in the palace at Pekin, began 
his career as a brigand. 

Couldn’t Close Open Door. 

“Because the harassed Central 
Government of China can enlist the 
services of men educated in Amer- 
ican universities to represent it at 
Geneva, in London, Washington and 
other capitals, does not make the 
country a modern state. The con- 
dition of China is inconceivable to 
the average American. If that con- 
dition were understood, your people 
would not be so easily misled by the 
representatives of China whom you 
—not China— educate. 

“You have been told repeatedly 
that we Japanese are going to close 
the open door in China, cut you off 
from trade with that vast country 
of 450 millions of people. We could 
not do this if we would. That is 
one of the bogeys used by the Chi- 
nese to make your people suspicious 
of us and hostile. It would be the 
height of folly for us to attempt 
to shut the United States or Britain 
off from trade with China. It 
would be a cause for war. And, let 
me repeat, we want no war with 
you, with the British Empire, nor 
with any other country. We want 
peace. You need only to look at 
our history, our geographic posi- 
tion, our economic condition. Any 
and all of these things dictate 
peace. 

Belittles Chinese Trade. 

“You have been misled with re- 
gard to Chinese trade. It is true 
that there are 450 million people in 
China and that the country is larger 
than all of Europe combined. But 
I doubt if Chinese trade has ever 


keep two policemen on guard to 
protect every business man, and 


Manchuria — about which, obvious-| - 


since the Boxer uprising, in 1900, 
the ‘United States has kept an aver- 
age of two armed soldiers or sailors 
in China for every business man 
you have there. Your trade with 
China is less than 3 per cent of 
your foreign trade, and it will be a 
long time before the 450 million 
Chinese can buy much more. The 
average father of a family in China 
is glad to have an income of 10 
cents a day. It would take a long 
time for a man with such an in- 
come to buy an American motor 
car. 

“On the other hand, your trade 
with Japan costs you not a dollar 
a year to protect. You keep no 
soldiers ashore in Japan and no 
naval vessels in Japanese waters. 
Yet because of our advanced devel- 
opment we purchase annually from 
the United States more of your 
products and raw materials than 
all the rest of the Far East com- 
bined including your own Philip- 
pine Islands. After the British Em- 
pire we are the greatest of your 
customers. 


Wants No Quarrel With U: s. 


ing more from us than the Chinese 
do, though they are our nearest 
neighbors. You purchase annually 
nearly 40 per cent of our products, 
and you purchase the best of them 
beginning with our silk, the thing 
on which we make the greatest 
profit. We are people with com- 
mon sense; we are not likely to 
provoke war with our best cus 
tomer. 

“Give us a little time and we will 
show you that the door to your 


trade is not closed in Manchuria 


either. In five years the new state 
of Manchukuo will be buying more 
goods from the United States than 
it ever did under the ruthless rule 
of the Changs. Its people will be 
prospering in conspicuous contrast 
with those of China and some of 
them will have money to buy Amer- 
ican products. 

“American trade with Manchuria 
has been increasing in recent years 
proportionately more than Japa- 
nese. There has been a temporary 
setback on account of recént dis- 
orders, but as soon as the stabiliza- 
tion comes—and it will come quick- 
ly now—American and European 
trade will begin to recover.” 


Policy Toward Russia. 


I asked Matsuoka about Japan’s 
Russian policy and Communism. 

“It is because there is in Europe 
and the United States so little un- 
derstanding of Japan and China, 
and their relations with Russia 
that the Western world has permit- 
ted itself to be misled with regard 
to the policies of Japan, the dis- 
ordered condition of China and the 
potentialities of the Union of So- 
cialist Soviet Republics,” he said. 
“There may appear to be inconsfst- 
encies in our Russian policy. These 
are not contradictions, they are a 
logical conflict which arises from 
a contradiction of the facts. One 
fact is that we want no trouble 
with Russia; the other, we want 
no extension of Communistic con- 
trol in China. 


Two Views on Soviet Power. 


“With regard to Russia there are 
two trends of thought in Japan at 
present. One is that that country 
is a menace to Japan because of its 
efforts to spread sovietism in the 
Far East and because of the mili- 
tary development within the Soviet 
Union. Those Japanese who are 
anxious over this combined develop- 
ment and propaganda think that 
our country should strike at Rus- 
sia before the potential menace 
fully materializes. I do not share 
this view. I think the issyes be- 
tween Japan and Russia can be 
settled peacefully by diplomacy. 

“The present Nationalist Govern- 
ment of Nanking had its beginning 
in the Russian movement to soviet- 
ize China; it is a government which 
controls only the provinces about 
the mouth of the Yangtze River 
and these not completely; a Gov- 
ernment that has rebelled from the 
Soviet movement, but retained its 
revolutionary principles. The Com- 
munist movement in China controls 
as Many provinces as does the rec- 
ognized government. Now we find 
Sovietism right in the heart of 
China influencing an area six times 
as large as Japan proper. 

On Guard Against Sovietism. 

“Will it stay limited to the pres- 
ent area? Why has not the move- 
ment spread more rapidly? The an- 
swer is: There stands Japan. At 
least Soviet Russia respects Japan. 
If Japan's position is weakened 
either by the League or by any 
other institution or powers, you 
may be sure that Sovietism will 
reach the mouth of the Yangtze in 
no time. 

“Realizing this, there are those 
who say that Japan cannot afford 
to shut her eyes to the possibilities 
of the future. Our action in recog- 
nizing Manchukuo was the only, 
and the surest, way for us to take 
in the present circumstances. In

the safeguarding of Occidental cul- 
ture and with it the progressive 
development of the entire world. 

The problem which the new gov- 
ernment of the Reich has under- 
taken to solve is to bring about 
Germany’s national recovery, tackle 
ruthlessly political confusion 
throughout the Reich, and build up 
a German Christian state which 
extends social] security to all Ger- 
man citizens. ; 

In this way alone can a Germany 
be born which enjoys the respect 
of the world and is a safeguard 
to world peace. Such a Germany, 
moreover, is a necessity to the 
economy of the world. 

We are standing at the threshold 
of a new era. Everyone, whether 
German or foreign, sensed this on 
the evening of Jan. 30, 1933, when 
the United National forces marched 
by the agéd field marshal, Reich 
President Paul von Hindenburg.

That | 
is the outstanding fact in the twen- | 
tieth semi-annual survey of the real 
estate market covering 307 cities, 
released this week by the National | 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 

In cities of more than 500,000 pop- 
ulation, the normal money centers, 
in no case is capital seeking mort- 
gage investment. In 82 per cent of 
them loans are seeking capital. 
Cities of from 200,000 to 500,000 
population report 100 per cent that 
loans are seeking capital. 

Cities of over 500,000 population 
are in the best situation at pres- 
ent in regard to degree of real 
estate activity, the survey indi- 
cates. In this group 25 per cent 
report more activity than at this 
time last year, 38 per cent show ac- 
tivity on about the same level as 
last year, and only 37 per cent show 
a less active market. : 

For the United States and Cana- 
da as a whole only 11 per cent of 
the 307 cities show a more active 
market; 24 per cent hold to about 
last year’s level of activity; 65 per- 
cent report a less active market. 
Four Canadian cities reported in 
the survey. 

As to Selling Prices. 

The larger cities are in the most 
favorable present situation also in 
regard to selling prices, with 33 per 
cent of them showing prices on the 
same general level as last year, a 
condition reported by only 11 per 
cent of the 307 cities. In 89 per 
cent of the cities prices are lower. 

As to apartment buildings, sup- 
ply is balanced with demand in 60 
per cent of the cities reporting. 
Actual shortage already exists in 
3 per cent of the cities. 

Business property supply is nor- 
mal in 51 per cent of the cities; is 
in excess of present demand in 48 
per cent of the cities; is even now 
showing shortage in 1 per cent of 
the cities. 

While rents are predominantly 
down in all groups of properties, 
apartment and business space show . 
this tendency most uniformly. In 
76 per cent of the cities are rents

During 
the corresponding period of 1932, a 
total of $46,458,000 was shown. 

January contracts for all classes 
of construction awarded in the 37 
Eastern States totaled $83,356,000. 
This is an increase over the $81,- 
219,300 for December, 1932, and 
compares with $84,798,400 for Jan- 
uary a year ago. Gains over De- 
cember were shown in non-residen- 
tial building and public utilities of 
sufficient size to more than coun- 
teract declines in residential build- 
ing and public works. Increases 
over January, 1932, in public works 
and public utilities were not large 
enough to offset important losses in 
residential and non-residential 
building. 

Non-Residential Work Gains. 

January awards for non-residen- 
tial work showed increases over 
December in commercial and fac- 
tory types, hospitals and institu- 
tions, and public buildings losses 
were recorded for educational 
buildings, religious and memorial 
structures, and social and recrea- 
tional facilities. Contrasted with 
January of last year gains were 
shown for factories, hospitals and 
institutions, public buildings, and 
religious and memorial structures. 

January contracts for residential 
building were less than half as 
large as those reported for Jan- 
uary, 1932; relatively, small house 
work fared better than did apart- 
ments and hotels. 

Contracts let for public works 
during January showed a large 
gain over the awards of both the 
previous month and January, 1932; 
highway awards, though smaller 
than in December were almost 


Increase of Public Utilities. 

January awards for public utili- 
ties showed gains over both the 
previous month and January of last 
year for pipe lines and transporta- 
tion terminals. Water supply sys- 
tems, though decliniing somewhat 
from December, showed larger 
awards than in January, 1932. 

Of the 13 territories east of the 
Rocky Mountains, four showed con- 
struction contract gains between 
December, 1932, and January, 1933; 
the Metropolitan area of New York 
Southern Michigan, the Kansaz City 
and New Orleans territories. Con- 
trasted with January, 1932, gains 
were shown in five territories, the 
Central Nérthwest, St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, New Orleans and Texas 
districts. For the Metropolitan 
area of New York and Up- 
state New York territories the 
declines from a year ago were 
confined within relatively narrow 
limits while for New England, the 
Middle Atlantic States, the Pitts- 
burgh area, the Southeast, the Chi- 
cago district, and Southern Michi- 
gan the losses were relatively large.

Ringsiders Sickened 

“Before the battle was half over, 
some of the spectators were 60 
sickened by the sight, that even 
those hard-boiled fans pulled away 
from the ringside for a while. The 
ring looked like a slaughter house 
and we fighters were no subjects 
for a beauty parade. Several times 
the referee wanted to halt the mill 
and call it a draw, but neither Joe 
nor I would stand for that. We in- 
sisted on fighting it out, though 
neither of us was in any too good 
condition. 

“It was anybody’s fight from the 
eleventh to the twenty-fourth 
round. First Joe would take the 
lead and then I would come back 
and snatch it from him. 

“In the sixteenth round I came 
out full of pep and forced the mill- 
ing. I had discovered a somewhat 
shady spot near one of the two pil- 
lars on the barge and by keeping 
as much as possible in this corner, 
I was able to have an advantage 
over Choynski because of the ter- 
rific heat and the biazing sun.

B00 NEW MEMBERS 


Campaign to Be in Western 
Round-Up Fashion; to 
End April 20. 


A membership campaign for 800 
new boy scouts has been launched 
by the St. Louis Council. The drive 
will last until April 20, the day be- 
fore the opening of the annual 
scout circus at The Arena, when 
results will be made known. 

The plan of the campaign is to 
hold it in Western round-up fash- 
fon with each district designated as 
@ ranch on which the Sheriff has 


_ placed a mortgage which can only 


be paid off by enlisting a certain 
number of scouts. Dr. L. H. Ren- 
frow has been appointed Sheriff 
and all ranches which are not clear 
of their mortgages by circus time 
will be “sold” by him. 
The districts and their 
names follow: 
Ranch; South—Flying Loop Ranch; 
Central—Circle C Ranch; West— 
Diamond W Ranch; Suburban— 
Bar None Ranch; and Inter-Racial 
—I R Ranch. A terminology, said 
to come from Western ranches, has

| glso been devised for the campaign. 


Each troop will be known as an 
outfit, each scoutmaster as the 
straw boss, each assistant scout- 
master as the foreman. Each scout- 
master whose troop clears’ the 
mortgage from 1000 acres will re- 
ceive the title of bronco buster and 
éach scout who brings in a new 
scout will be known by his fellows 
as a tow puncher. A new scout 
who passes his tenderfoot test will 
be known as a maverick and will 
receive a button testifying thereto. 

The drive is part of the 10-year 
program inaugurated last autumn 
by the national headquarters, which 
has as its objective the enrolling 
ef one in every four boys in scout- 
ing out of those who will reach 
voting age in 1944. Col. H. D. Mc- 
Bride said the enrollment of the 
St. Louis council had dropped from 
7600 to 7000 in the last year, al- 
though some of those dropped were 
atill unofficial members. 

The round-up plan was announced 
at a dinner attended by 540 scout- 
masters and troop committeemen 
held last week at Hotel Chase. In 
the midst of Col. McBride’s speech, 
25 scout officials entered the dining 
room, dressed as cowboys and firing 
blank cartridges in the air. They 
were there to prevent the entry of 
the Sheriff. But somehow they 
couldn't, and the Sheriff marched 
straight to Col. McBride and pre- 
sented him with the mortgage. 

The meeting was addressed by 
Gunnar Berg, national director of 
volunteer training, who also spoke 
at the annual dinner of the council 
a month ago. Berg urged _ scout- 
masters to make their programs 
more lively, to take the scouts 
outdoors as much as possible, and 
to conduct their troops in the man- 
ner of a counseler, not a task- 
master. He said the character of 
the individual boy should be taken 
into consideration and he discour- 
aged the use of mass drill and over- 
organization. -

TO-STORY U.S. BUILDING 
HERE SEEMS ASSURED 


Additional Appropriation Neéed- 
‘ed Included in Bill Now 
Before Congress.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—An ad- 

itional appropriation of $1,075,000 
or the erection of a 10-story lime- 
stone Federal office building in 8t. 
Louis, instead of the six-story 
structure as first authoriz is in- 
cluded in the second deficiency 
appropriation bill reported to the 
House yesterday. 

At the Appropriations Committeé 
hearings, L. C. Martin of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury's office, and 
James A. Wetmore, acting supervis- 
ing architect, declared that Fed- 
eral activities in St. Louis required 
a larger building than at first au- 
thorized. Under the original plan 
the limit for the cost of the site 
and the building would have been 
$3,825,000, of which $1,070,000 Was 
expended for the site, leaving $2,- 
755,000 for construction. The ad- 
ditional appropriation will permit 
the expenditure of a total of $5,- 
070,000, with $4,000,000 available for 
the building itself. 

The original authorization called 
for 180,131 square feet of office 
space and 25,219 square feet for 
storage. The additional appropria- 
tion will permit 256,383 square feet 
of office space and 47,657 square 
feet for the storage space. The 
area allotted to the Postoffice was 
increased from 26,798 to 47,000 
Square feet, and for the Depart- 
ment of Justice 38,000 to 58,000 
Square feet, with 3900 square feet 
of additional space for storage. 

At present Federal agencies in 

St. Louis rent 65,489 square feet of 
space for an annual rental of $74,- 
594. These agencies will be housed 
in the new building. They include 
the Economics Bureau, the Weath- 
er Bureau and the Seed Loan Of- 
fice of the Department of Agricul- 
ture; the Bureau of Investigation 
of the Department of Justice; the 
Comptroller of Currency and the 
Industrial Alcohol Division of the 
Treasury Department; the Com- 
merce Department Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce; the 
engineers and ordinance offices of 
the War Department; the regional 
offices of the Veterans’ Bureau and 
the local offices of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
Martin said the proposed struc- 
ture would be of monumental type: 
to harmonize with the St. Louis 
civic center. He pointed out that 
the housing of the Government ac- 
tivities in one building would per- 
mit the sale of the present court- 
house and postoffice building at: 
Eighth and Olive, the appraisers 
stores building at Third and Olive 
streets, and the site acquired many 
years ago at Fourth and Chestnut 
streets for the erection of an of- 
fice type building. Several years 
ago these properties were worth 
$6,000,000, he said. He added that 
he did not know what they were 
worth at present, but observed that 
the Eighth and Olive property was 
one of the most valuable blocks in 
St. Louis.

NOTES PLAN TO 
GET WORK RELIEF 
UNDERWAY SOON 


Fund — Reimbursement 
From Sale of Bonds. 


The city’s $1,000,000 work relief 
program may get under way by 
Match 15 if Comptfollér Nolte suc- 
ceeds in putting into effect a plan 
he announced yesterday. 

Nolte would have the city ad- 
vance $150,000 out of its general 
revenue fund to finance the work, 
and would reimburée the general 
fund later, when proceeds of the 
$4,600,000 relief bond issue becomes 
available. 

City Counsélof Muench, whom 
Nolte asked for a ruling on the sug- 
gestion, said hé knew of no legal 
obstacle, but Would not submit a 
formal opinion until he had looked 


up the law. 
Fufther Delay in Printing. 

“There can be no denying of the 
fact,” Nolte wrote in his message 
to Muench, “that getting the unem- 
ployed back to work is the crying 
need of our community today.” 

The Supreme Court last week up- 
held the validity of the relief bond 

| issue, but there will be further de- 

| lay, Nolte said, in getting the bonds 
printed. Even then it may prove 
advisable to withhold them for a 
time to await favorable market con- 
ditions. 

If Muench rules the proposal le- 
gal, Nolte will prepare an ordinance 
appropriating $150,000 for Work re- 
lief immediately, and will ask May- 
or Miller to call the Board of Al- 
derman into special session, so that 
it can be passed within a few days. 

Promise to Voters. 

When the bond issue was ap- 
proved by voters last November 
they were informied that $1,000,000 
of the proceeds would be spent un- 
der the supervision of Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment in a program of work relief.

HEN the 202nd an- 
niversary of the 
birth of George 
Washington was 
celebrated last 
Wednesday, it so

and first I’resident were paupers, an 
drug clerk and his sister, who 
are being supported by the county and 
the generosity of their neighbors in 
the little town of Garden City. Mis- 
souri, some 25 miles southeast of Kan- 
sas City. 

They are Thornton Augustin Wash- 
ington, 7% vears old, and Miss Marion 
Wallace Washington, great-great- 
vgrandnephew and gegreat-great-grand- 
niece, respectively. Samuel Washing- 
ton, who was the eldest of George 
Washington's three full brothers, was 
their great-great-grandfather. Besides 
the three full brothers, George had 
two full sisters, two half-brothers and 
one half-sister. Numerous descend- 
ants of these survive, but Thornton 
and Marion Washington, the elderly 
pair at Garden City, are closer kin by 
at least one step than most of the 
other surviving relatives and by virtue 
of the fact that they are descended 
from his oldest brother probably would 
constitute the ruling household now if 
George Washington had been made 
King instead of President. George 
Washington himself, as everybody 
knows, had no direct descendants. 

Of course. had a monarchy been 
established instead of a republic, a 
great many factors other than degree 
of kin might have entered to alter the 
line of succession in one way or an- 
other, so it is hard to say just who 
would be King now, even had the 
crown remained in the Washington 
family. There are several possibili- 
ties besides Thornton Augustin. One 
of them is the Rev. Father Richard 
Washington, a Catholic priest of Fort- 
ress Monroe, Virginia. He is a direct 
descendant — ereat-great-great-grand- 
son —of John A. Washington, George's 
second full brother. Father Washing- 
ton is the son of the late George Wash- 
ington, who had the distinction of be. 
ine the last member of the family to 
be born at ‘Mount Vernon. This 
George's father, Lieutenant-Colonel 
John A. Washington, was a great- 
grandson of the original John A., and 
the last member of the family to own 
Mount Vernon. Mrs. Eleanor Wash- 
ington Howard, daughter of the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and aunt of Father 
Richard Washington, also survives. 
She is nationa! vice-president of the 
Children of the American Revolution. 

There is also William Lanier Wash- 
ington of Westport, Conn., who is 
hereditary representative of General 


azed 
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George Washington in the Society of 
the Cincinnati. He is a great-great- 
great-grandson of Augustine Washing- 
ton, George’s youngest half-brother. 
Thomas Campbell Washington and 
Miss Anne Madison Washington are 
great - great - great - grandnephew and 
grandniece of the first President 
through another line of descent. All 
of these have been more active than 
Thornton Augustin in tracing and es- 
tablishing their connection with the 
House of George and might have been 
more willing than he to assume the 
responsibilities of ruling had a king- 
dom been involved, 


HAT is all beside the point, how- 
ever. The point is that a Wash- 
ington crown, had it existed 
and had it come down by the most 
direct line of descent, would have sat 
eventually upon the head of the man 
who is now a pauper living in an 
humble cottage at Garden City, Mis- 
souri. The course it would have trav- 
eled through more than 150 years is 
quite well defined, Since George Wash- 
ington had no children, it would have 
passed at his death to his oldest 
brother, Samuel. From Samuel it 
would have passed to Thornton; from 
Thornton to John Thornton Augustin; 
from John Thornton Augustin to Dan- 
iel B. and from Daniel B. to his son, 
the Thornton Augustin Washington 
who survives today. Where it would go 
upon his death is problematical, for 
he is the last of his particular line. 
Talk of George Washington as a 
King may seem just a trifle fantastic 
now after all these years of a repub- 
lican form of government and educa- 
tion against the monarchial idea, but 
it isn’t fantastic at all. There actually 
was a movement to make him King. 
After the battle of Yorktown, Wash- 
ington was the only source of law and 
authority in the entire country, He 
was the one man who wielded influ- 
ence that was nation-wide. And at 
that time there was nothing incongru- 
ous about the idea of an American 
King. The people had always lived

under the rule of a King. 
They had revolted against 
King George III, not be- 
cause he was a King but 
because the British Gov- 
ernment had imposed 
heavy taxes upon the col- 
onies without permitting 
them representation’ in 
Parliament. When, after 
the revolt had been suc-, 
cessful there appeared a 
need for a home ruler, 
George Washington was 
the one man upon whom 
everybody could agree. 
Even the question of 
what to call him as head 
of the nation was widely 
discussed. Many thought 
he should be addressed as

The move to make 
Washington King 
gained strength rapid- 
ly after the surrender 
of Cornwallis. The 
army especially was in 
favor of it. Colonel 
Nicola, an army offi- 
cer, gave the move- 
ment an official touch 
when he compiled a 
round-robin petition 
from officers of the 
army, addressed to 
Washington, practical- 
ly demanding that he 
become King. 

Washington, ho w- 
ever, turned the plan 
down decisively. 

“‘T am much at a loss,’ he replied 
to Nicola, ‘‘to conceive what part of 
my conduct could have given encour- 
agement to an address which to me 
seems big with the greatest mischief 
that can befall my country. ... Let 
me conjure you, if you have any re- 
gard for your country, concern for 
yourself or posterity, or respect for 
me, to banish these thoughts from 
your mind.”’ 

And that was that. George Wash 
ington so effectively squelched the 
movement that it did not gain head- 
way afterwards. But what if popular 
feeling had prevailed? What if Wash- 
ington had had a hankering for royal 
prerogatives or if circumstances had 
been such as to force upon him a po- 
sition more dictatorial than that of 
President? According to all laws of 
succession prevailing then or now 
under monarchial governments, the 
throne would have passed. after 
George's death to Samuel or to Sam- 
uel’s eldest son, Thornton. By that line 
of descent it would then have come 
down to Thornton Augustin, whom 
Garden City villagers know as ‘‘Tony.”’ 

Tony was born in Jefferson County, 
Virginia, in 1854, and came to Mis- 
souri with his parents, who settled 
near the town of Holden, in Johnson 
County. Marion—‘‘Minnie”’ she is 
called by the home folks—was born 
there. 
County in 1874 and Tony operated a 
drug store at a small community 
called Index for several years. He 
was Postmaster as well as druggist 
there from 1880 to 1892. He never 
married and his sister kept house for 


bim. In 1903 they moved to Garden 
City, where Tony worked as a phar- 
inacist until 1923. Since then he 


has been without employment and has 
picked up a precarious living for him- 
self and his sister by working at odd 
jobs at times. For the last few years 
the two have been almost entirely 
upon charity. 

As a hobby of old age, Mr. .Wash- 
ington took up wood carving when he 
found a great deal of leisure on his 
hands. He has turned out some very 
presentable pieces, too, One of his 
best carvings was a likeness of George 
Washington which he sold for $10. A 
display of his works may be seen now 
in the window of the Garden City 
There are dogs, bears, 
elephants, buffaloes and some cleverly 
designed canes.

purpose, too. It is dedicated also to 
the mission of acquainting the public 
with the perils the stunt man is asked 
to face day after day for a pittance, in 
order that the high-salaried star may 
not be exposed to danger. It is, in 
short, the first saga of the movie dare- 
devil, with new light thrown upon his 
professional pride, his superstitions, 
elation when he is Incky and his wid- 
ow’s sorrow when he is unlucky. 

It is a bit ironical that even in this 
picture glorifying the stunt man the 
leading roles are played by actors who 
can act, but who cannot perform stunts 
and who must rely upon the stunt men 
they impersonate to ‘double’ for them 
when the going becomes dangerous. 
Bobby Rose did most of the difficult 
feats. Rose is, with the posai- 
ble exception of Dick Grace, Hol- 
lywood's most famous dare-devil, 
and he and Grace are the last 
survivors of the original eight 
known as the “Doomed Battal- 
ion.”’

These witnesses 
were friends of the doctor, who had 
either attended seances with him or 
who had talked with him about his 
communication with spirits. A. C. 
Henion, an old friend of Bishop, re- 
lated that two days before taking the 
fatal dose of poison the optometrist 
told him the spirit of his wife had ap- 
peared at a Dickson-staged seance and 
had asked him to join her because she 
was lonesome. On other occasions, 
Henion said, he had told him of hear- 
ing the voice of Mrs. Bishop and of 
being advised to marry Mrs.- Dickson. 

Henion also introduced one of the 
outstanding astral figures of the trial 
__Chief Mohawk, the Indian spirit 
who advised Dr. Bishop in financial 
matters and caused him heavy losses. 
Henion testified that he himself had 
advised Bishop to sell Transamerica 
stock at 3142.50 a share and get out 
of the market with $100,000. In- 
stead of doing it, Bishop consulted 
Chief Mohawk at a Dickson seance. 
The chief grunted a couple of “ughs” 
and said. ‘‘No, no.” 


Bishop took that advice. Henion 
said, continued to hold on and suf- 
fered a severe loss. 

“Little Minnie Brown’ was the 
next spirit described.-Miss Lois Pugh, 
niece of Bishop and a daughter of Mrs. 
Bessie Pugh, one of the contesting 
sisters, told about the antics of this 
child ghest that always gave the 
heavy seances a note of comic relief.

Join me 
here.’ On another occasion she advised 
her husband to take Mrs. Dickson to 
Reno so Mrs. Dickson could get a di- 
voree and become his wife. The wit- 
nesses did not say that they had per- 
sonally heard this communication from 
behind the Dickson screen, but they 
said Bishop had told them about it 
They told about how seriously the doce- 
tor took that advice about joining his 
wife. He talked about it often, they 
said. and inguired whether it would be 
easier to die by poison or bullet. 

The suicide note which Dr. Bishop 
left, addressed to Mrs. Dickson, was 
read to the jury as a climax of the 
ease against the spiritualists. It read: 

“The few happy hours I have known 
since the passing of Mrs. Bishop you 
are responsible for. In return, I am 
leaving you most of my earthly goods.

Introduction of this note closed the 
case for the contesting sisters, and 
Attorney Christian Hildebrand, rep- 
resenting Mrs. Dickson, opened his 
case. He began with a strong plea 
for religious tolerance. One of his 
first important witnesses was 
Mrs. Dickson herself. She told 
how she had fallen in love with 
Dr. Bishop, and how her love 
had grown out of a meeting 
in her chicken yard at her 
home in Oakland. 
She said he had 
kindly to her, whereas her 
husband had always been 
gruff and abusive. She de- 
nied exercising undue influ- 
ence or coercion upon him 
and vehemently denied that 
there was anything fraudu- 
lent about the spirit mes- 
sages. She contended the 
doctor had ended his life 
because of worry over finan- 
cial losses and not because of 
any suggestions coming from 
the spirit world. Likewise, she 
denied ever having suggested 
to him that he make his wi)l in 
her favor 
Under cross-examination by At- 
torney Reisner for the contestants, 
she did admit that for three 
months—between the time of her di- 
vorce and Bishop's sufcide—he shared 
an apartment with her, but she insist- 
ed that she acted only as housekeeper 
and tried to make a home for bim

4 LTHOUGH divorced, 
A Dicson loyally came to the aid 


of his former wife. He followed 
her on the witness stand and did all he 
could to assist in substantiating her 
claim to the $59,000 legacy. He said 
he had never seen the spirit of Mrs. 
Bishop, although Bishop, he said, had 
told him of her visitations and repeat- 
ed the conversations credited to her. 

Mrs. Dickson’s lawyer then called 
to the stand numerous members of the 
spiritualistic church, who defended 
their pastor and told of the many 
spirit manifestations they had seen 

In summing up the case, Attorney 
Reisner assailed the Dicksons as 
though prosecuting murderers. He 
charged them with eonniving to ob- 
scess the optometrist with spiritual- 
ism in order to induce him to will his 
estate to Mrs. Dickson and then to 
end his life: He charged that the 
separation and divorce of the Dick- 
sons was only part of a bold plot 
which did not stop even at driving a 
man to his death. 

The jury was out only 32 minutes 
and took only one ballot to undo the 
eaze of the spirits and break the will. 
The verdict was that Dr. Bishop was 
of unsound mind when he made the 
will, that he was under undue influ- 
ence when the will was executed and 
that fraud was practiced in getting 
him to execute the will. 

Mrs. Dickson's lawyer filed notice 
of appeal and it may be that the 
spirits will have another inning in 
court in the fight for the doctor's 
money. Whether the fight for the 
money goes on or not, it seems prob- 
able they are due for another airing 
and that the grand jury will do the 
airing. 

In announcing hie plan to present 
the ease to this investigating body, 
Distriet Attorney Brady said he was 
only waiting for the civil case to end

The woodwork of this roorn reflects a Massachusetts 


version of the type of in- 
terior decoration devel- 
oped in America in the 
early Federal period. Its 
style is based upon the 
Classical designs popu- 
larized in England by 
the brothers Adam as 
interpreted by American 
craftsmen and designers, 
with further variations 
due to the exigencies of 
climate, materials avail- 
able and the capabilities 
of local workmen.

finely executed cabin architecture. Dado and cornice 
are carved or incised with a wealth of geometric or- 
nament. It is interesting to note the entire absence 
of composition ornament.

The room has been supplied with furniture of the 
period from about 1790 to 1820, selected to illustrate 
as far as possible the typical furnishings of a bedroom | 


of the period. This furniture, mostly of the Shera-

“It’s because I never take a 
chance,” he said. ‘I figure every 
stunt down to the smallest detail. 
All the mechanics interest me, he- 
cause it’s my life I’m risking—!

Back in 1921 I 
wus hired to do a parachute jump 
from a moving plane, 5000 feet 
above the Santa Monica hills.

“Only J] knew how tough that 
was.

If 
you don't think that’s hard, just 
try it. The day came. I jumped 
from the ship. My ‘chute opened. 
In another minute the trailing 
hook slapped viciously into the 
silken bag, ripped it, and there I 
hung. Five thousand feet below 
lay the Santa Monica hills.

then. Desperately I climbed. 
But how tired. It seemed I'd 
never reach the top. I could feel 
the taste of blood in my mouth 
—my lungs were bleeding. But 
I got up there finally, and 
it was Leo Nomis who pulled me 
into the ship.’’

“Tt tsn’t just a superstition, 
either,’ he explains. “Stunting is 
strictly a single man's work A 
man has a right to riak his own 
life if he wants to, but he has no 
right to think of doing it when he 
has a wife and babies at home. 
Not only do they worry about him. 
He worries about them. Worry 
undoes him. 

“Very often anxiety to protect 
himeeif for the sake of his 
family makes him over-cautious. 
He hesitates just a little too long 
to take the chance that be might 
have taken safely at the proper 
time. And in this business you 
can't hesitate. That is why I have 
left women out of my life since I 
have been stunting for the movies 
I ean't afford them.”

A LITTLE TIRED, BUT HAPPY 
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Use rather stiff cardboard, such as.the top of a laundry box, for mounting. Cut out the half-page picture above and soak for a few moments in-cold water 


-. Remove and lay on pad of old newspapers. Using another newspaper as a 
blotter, soak up the surplus moisture. Coat reverse side of picture with well-mixed. flour paste, having no lumps, Put another thin coat of paste on the cardboard, then mount picture. Again using old newspapers, press-gently but 
firmly over the entire surface to flatten out any air pockets. Last, give the picture a few rolls with the kitchen rolling pin. When the paste is nearly dry, it is a good idea to place a weight; say a flatiron or -two, upon the mount. 
If carefully done, it will dry as flat and tight as a drum head. An old safety razor blade, mounted in proper kind of handle, is ideal for cutting puzzle into sections. ~A pair of good scissors will serve almost as well Cut along 
the lines as carefully as possible. , 
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
